In relation to prices, transport and 
stocks of cattle fodder of any of the varieties specified in the Schedule hereto 
annexed, be exercisable in the following districts of the State of Guiarat also bv 
the Collectors of the respective districts, namely:—Kuteh. Banaskantha, Sabar- 
kantha, Baroda, Broach, Surat and Dangs. 

2. This Order shall remain in force for the period commencing from the date 
of Its publication In the Gazette of India and ending with the 31st day of July,
